It is wrong and unconstitutional, 
many Protestants say; Why should 
any one religious body bejgiven spe­ 
cial preference by a country which 
has long insisted on the separation 
of church and state? 
So the argum ent goes, in the 
wake of President T rum an’s nom­ 
ination of Gen. M ark W. Clark to 
be this country’s first full-fledged 
am bassador to the Holy See. 
And so the argum ent went more 
than IOO years ago, when U.S. diplo­ 
m atic relations with the Vatican 
were first proposed.

changed. G reat powers have come 
and gone. W ars have been fought, 
new inventions have altered the lives 
of millions, western civilization has 
threatened to destroy itself and 
threatens to do so again. 
Arguments Are Unchanged 
But on th a t explosive question 
of a U.S. envoy to the Pope, the 
j argum ents 
heard 
today 
are 
es­ 


sentially 
unchanged 
from 
those 
voiced in the 1840s. 
It was the advent of a new Pope, 
Pius IX. that led the U 5. “recogni­ 
tion’’ of the Vatican in 1848. 
Pope Pius, in his own extensive 
domains, freed political prisoners, 
relaxed press censorship, set an ex­ 
ample for the rulers around him. 
Many Americans of all faiths were 
impressed. The New* York Herald 
was among the first to propose 
diplomatic relations with the head 
of the Papal states, and only a few 
m onths later President Polk asked 
Congress to set the wheels in mo­ 
tion. 
A sharp political controversy fol­ 
lowed. Tile charge was m ade- arid 
denied—th at the adm inistration was

vote,” swollen in those days by a 
I tide of im m igrants from Ireland.

More Than 90% of Employes Accept 


Since then, terms equal to or better than 
the Board recommendations have been 
accepted by about 1.200,000 railroad em- 
ployes—more than 90^ of the total of all 
workers. They are represented by 20 of 
the 23 standard railroad unions. 


Less Than \Q% Refuse 


But three unions—with about 130,000 
men, or teas than 10^ of the total—have 
refused to accept, even after months of 
negotiations. These three unions are the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen 
and Enginemen, and the Order of Railway 
Conductors. These are three of the so- 
called ''operating"' unions. Already the 
highest paid men in the industry, their 
leaders demand still further advantages 
over other workers. 


In all, there are about 270.000 operating 


employes. But not all of them, by any 
means, are represented by BLE, BLF&E, 
or ORC. As a matter of fact, less than 
half—132.000 to be exact—are in these 
three unions. More than ha'.f—about 
140,000—are in other unions, principally 
the Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen. 
What makes the whole situation so hard 
to understand is that these 140.000 op- 
erating employes are working under wages 
and rules which the leaders of the other 
130,000 say they cannot agree to. 


What Do the Railroads Offer? 


They offer these three unions the sarae 
settlement which was contained in a 
Mem- 


orandum of Agreement signed at tha White 
House on December 21, 1950. by four 
brotherhoods and the railroads. Later 
these brotherhoods sought to repudiate 
this agreement. But on May 25,1951, the 
Bcothechood of Railroad Trainmen aigued 
a complete agreement carrying out the 


principles of the Memorandum Agreement 
of December 21. They have been working 
under this agreement since May 25. 


What About Wages? 


Under the terms of the agreement, yard 
engineers, firemen and conductors would 
now be receiving a wage increase of $.34 
an hour '$2.72 a day • and road engineers, 
firemen and conductors would now be re- 
ceiving an increase of 194 cents an hour 
(51.56 per day i. Large sums of retroactive 
pay have already accrued and if the agree- 
ment is carried out, will be paid promptly. 
What Aboat "Cost of Living" Increases? 
The White House Agreement includes an 
' escalator" clause under which w?.£cs will 
be geared to changes in the Government's 
cost-of-living index. Two such ir,crea<'es 
—April and Julv, 1951—have already been 
paid to the 90^ of railroad employes cov- 
ered by signed agreements. 


What About the 40-Hou- Week? 


The White House Agreement calls for the 
establishment of the 40-hniir veok in prin- 
ciple, for employes in yard service. The 
employes can have it any tiire after Jan- 
uary 1, 1952. provided the nxir-power sit- 
uation is such that the railroads can set 
enough men to perform the 'vork with 
reasonable regularity at «trai$;ht time 
rates.

More Than 90% of Employes Accept 
Since then, terms equal to or better than 
the Board recommendations have been 
accepted by about 1,200,000 railroad em­ 
ployes—more than 90% of the total of all 
workers. They are represented by 20 of 
the 23 standard railroad unions. 
Less Than 10% Refuse 
But three unions—with about 130,000 
men, or leas than 10% of the total—have 
refused to accept, even after months of 
negotiations. These three unions are the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen 
and Enginemen, and the Order of Railway 
Conductors. These are three of the so­ 
called ’’operating” unions. Already the 
highest paid men in the industry, their 
leaders demand still further advantages 
over other workers. 
In all, there are about 270,000 operating 
employes. But not all of them, by any 
means, are represented by BLE, BLF&E, 
or ORC. As a matter of fact, less than 
half—132,000 to be exact—are in these 
three unions. 
More than half—about 
140,000—are in other unions, principally 
the Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen. 
What makes the whole situation so hard 
to understand is that these 140,000 op­ 
erating employes are working under wages 
and rules which the leaders of the other 
130,000 say they cannot agree to. 
What Do the Railroads Offer? 
Thev offer these three unions the same 
settlement which was contained in a Mem­ 
orandum of Agreement signed at the White 
House on December 21, 1950, by four 
brotherhoods and the railroads. Later 
these brotherhoods sought to repudiate 
this agreement. But on May 25,1951, the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen signed 
a complete agreement carrying out the 


principles of tho Memorandum Agreement 
of December 21. They have been working 
under this agreement since May 25. 
What About Wages? 
Under the terms of the agreement, yard 
engineers, firemen and conductors would 
now be receiving a wage increase of $.34 
an hour ($2.72 a day) and road engineers, 
firemen and conductors would now be re­ 
ceiving an increase of 19JH cents an hour 
($1.56 per day ). Large sums of retroactive 
pay have already accrued and if the agree­ 
ment is carried out, will be paid promptly. 
W hat AI)out “Cost of Liting” Increases? 
The White House Agreement includes an 
’’escalator” clause under which wages will 
be geared to changes in the Government’s 
cost-of-living index. Two such increases 
—April and July, 1951—have already been 
paid to the 90% of railroad employes cov­ 
ered by signed agreements. 
Wrhat About the 40-IIour Week? 
The White House Agreement calls for the 
establishment of the 40-hour w’eek in prin­ 
ciple, for employes in yard service. The 
employes can have it any time after Jan­ 
uary I, 1952, provided the manpower sit­ 
uation is such that t he railroads can get 
enough men to perform the work with 
reasonable regularity at straight time 
rates. If the parties do not agree on the 
question of availability of manpower, the 
White House Agreement provides arbitra­ 
tion by a referee appointed by t he President. 
W hat Else Do the Union 
Leaders Demand? 
The continued quibbling of the leaders of 
the three unions has to do principally with 


rub** changes, which have already been 
agreed to by the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen. Of these, the principal one 
j*-ems to be that having to do with so­ 
called ’’interdivisionai service” —run* 
which take in two or more seniority dis­ 
tricts. 
The union leaders would bar progress 
and efficiency in the industry, and better 
service to the public, by maintaining a 
situation where they can arbitrarily stop 
a railroad from establishing such inter- 
divisional runs. The carriers propose that 
if a railroad wishes to set up an inter- 
divisional run, the railroad ana the unions 
should try to agree on such run and the 
conditions which should surround its es­ 
tablishment, and if the railroad and the 
unions can’t agree, the matter will be sub­ 
mitted to arbitration. 
But the three union leaders still refuse. 


Rules Can Be .Arbitrated 
The railroads have not only offered these 
three unions the same rules agreed to by 
the BRT and covered by the White House 
Agreement, but have even agreed to sub­ 
mit such rules to arbitration. 


The Industry Pattern Is Fixed 
With the pattern so firmly established in 
the railroad industry, it seems fair to sug­ 
gest that the leaders of BLE, BLF&E, 
and ORC stop their quibbling and take 
action to make the railroad labor picture 
100% complete. Certainly today s eco­ 
nomic and international situation calls for 
a united front. And certainly no good rea­ 
son has been advanced why these three 
unions should lie preferred over all other 
railroad employes.

Q . W hat it Farm scrap ? 


A . It is any worn out, obsolete, unre­ 
pairable equipment, tools or ether o b ­ 


jects mad# oF metal. It may bo resting 
and rusting in fence comers, in the fields, 
the barnyard or the tool shed. 


O . What should bo dona with form 
tc ro p ? 


A . See that every bit cf scrap gats to 
the scrap dealer located nearest to 
you. He will break it up into sizes used 
by the steel mills and foundries. He’ll 
classify the metals then ship the scrap 
in carload lots. lf you do not know the 
nome of your local scrap dealer, con­ 
sult your local implement dealer for 
this information. 


Q . What else can I do about Form 


scrap ? 


A . Support the scrap drive organized 
in your locality. Work with your local 
Scrap Mobilization Committee in get­ 
ting the scrap started back to the steel 
mills and foundries through the local 
scrap dealer.
